Dublin, Tuesday Evening. 

Funds in London were unchanged in value to-day, but 
prices declined in this market; for this there seems to 
have been no particular reason, except a preponderance 
of sales for money and account. Still the market was 
not weak at the quotations, and a fair average amount 
of transactions was effected in Consols and New Three 
per Cents, especially the former. Consols in this mar- 
ket are now much under London in value, being fully § 
per cent, cheaper. There is no change in the aspect of 
political affairs or in the state of money. To-day was 
the principal day for the arrangement of the London 
Stock settlement, but prices have not been much influ- 
enced by it. 

Neither Local nor Railway Debentures were dealt in 
to-day. Banking Shares were very firm with the ex- 
ception of Nationals, which, though done at 10s. de- 
cline were, however, steady at the figure quoted ; 
Provincials were done at 79, and the quotation forms 
quite a novelty on the Dublin Share list; Steam Shares 
were dull, Atlantics showing a fall of 4; City of Dub- 
lin Shares and Dundalks were on sale.

Last year the population of Ireland diminished by 
twenty thousand souls, notwithstanding an increase 
in the births and marriages.

| and death exceeded the gain in birthe by twenty 
thousand. It is evident that this loss must go on 
increasing, unless the Legislature 
interferes to provide ample employment, by opening 
up the natura] resources of the country, the forma- 
tion of harbours, and encouragement of commerce, 
where employment cannot otherwise be had. The 
causes which have given rise to this renewal of emi- 
gration calls {for diligent investigation, unless we 
would see Ireland almost as deserted as that fabled 
land in the centre of Africa, full of noble trees, wide 
rivers, and stately buildings, but not a man among 
them. 
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Tur Cable which is to unite Gibraltar to the United 
Kingdom is to have its ter minus on the South Wert 
coast of Ireland. Our deep seas present the most 
favourable condition, for placing the line, where no 
ship by accident, or enemy by design, can disturb it. 
As yet we are dependent on Continental Powers for 
our communication with Malta, Egypt, and the vast 
network of telegraph in India. The Gevernment 
have determined to be independent of the caprices 
and delays which foreign Powers might exercise to 
our detriment, and the cable which is to connect the 
Fortress of the Rock with Britain is being made on 
the most ingenious and scientific plan. The cable, 
one of thickness, varied according to the depth of 
the water under which it is placed—thicker where 
the sea is shallow, and thin where ite depth is great 
—is to stretch from the South-West of Ireland to 
thence ; another line will be laid to Malta, and from 
Cape Finisterre, midway between England and 
Gibraltar. From Finisterre it is to be laid to the Rock» 
and from thence another line will be laid from 
Malta to Suez. Asthe Red Sea Telegraph is already 
in connection with the wonderful system of tele- 
graphs which an Irishman completed in India, two 
hours will suffice to flash intelligence from England 
to all our dependencies in the East. In time of 
war, the results of placing Malta, the Ionian Islands, 
and England, in immediate contact, must be of the 
greatest importance. Anda line connecting the 
most distant parts of the world cannot pass through 
and have its terminus in Ireland without some ad- 
vantage to ourselves. The contractors have engaged 
to manufacture and submerge the cable at their own 
risk and expense. The Government engageing to 


pay them £300,000 when the work is successfully 
completed.

They are not bound by any of those rales of morality by 
which we, as Protestants, profess to be bound, but in carry. 
ing out their objects, they hesitate not to break at once all 
laws, both of God and man; holding, as they do, the soul 
degrading doctrine, that the end justifieth the means, and 
that they are authorised todo, on behalf of their church, 
evil, that good may come. We have, therefore, an 
important adversary to meet, and it beboves us 
to be very zealons and very active in our opposition 
to their exertions, seeing how, humanely speaking, 
we compete with them at a disadvantage—bumaniy 
speaking, I say, but we are authorised, kam sure you will 
all acknowledge, to believe and expect that those means 
which we may carry „„er what we believe fo be 
the will of God and in the spirit of Christian charity, will be 
in the end blessed, as we know that the exertiona oí the 
society have, up to the present time, been. The secretary

“an Rev. Wir. danta then read the following report :— 

“The year that is past has been to your society one of 
deep interest and of important issues; it threw on your 
committee the burden of some special anxieties, apart from 
their usual cares of management; and it cast the shade of 
disappointment over some sanguine hopes. Notwithstanding 
all this, the past vear has been signalised by progress in the 
works of your society so considerable, that at no other time 
ever hed vour committee so much cause to offer their heart- 
felt praise to Almighty God, and to invoke the united and 
fervent thanks of the orphan s friend to Him who has 
watched over and blessed their good and holy work. 

Your committee has abundant occasion for thankfulness in 
the increase of your ſund .in the increase of your auxiliaries 
in the increase of your friends, all combining to enable 
your committee to accomplish the great object of your 
societe, to undertake with cheerful spirits an increase of 
labour. and, also, with hearts still thankful to bear the dis- 
appointment of some of their — — for the present, while 
they pray that they may be enabled to surmount the diffi- 
culties they cannot yet remove from their path, 

“ Your committee, in their last report, were led to notice 
the project of an amalgamation with the Protestant Orphan 
Society, and they laid before von what seemed to them good 
reasons for entertaining such an idea, and for the hope that, 
without any alteration of general principles, the committees 
of both societies could form a plan for united labour, and 


work harmomously under the original fundamental rules and 
ractice of the Protestant Orphan Seciety, without in the 
— degree impugning the wisdom or the justice of those 


whe, under the circumstances and difficulties which na- 
turally besetthat society soon after its foundation, thought 
right to deviate from their original practice, and to interpret 
their fundamental rule so as to admit to their care only those 
Protestant ns mg whose parents had both been Protestants, 
and not simply as the rule expressed it—‘ Tó provide for the 
most destitute orphans of our fellow - Protestants, 

At your last general meeting the speakers, well known to 
vou all, in arguments, in some cases at considerable length 
ind particularity, all viewed the plan with the same satis- 
faction, regarding it in many aspects. They said that it 
was much to be regretted that there were two distinct societies 
for the single work of Protestant orphans; that the; 
thought the time was probably come when, consistently 
with the duty the Orphan Refuge owed to the people, it 
could be amalgamated with the l’rotestant Orphan Society, 
and that ‘they would use their influence with beth com. 
mittees to bring about that end.’ That, after reviewing ail 
the arguments that could be urged against seach an union, the 
arguments in favour of it appeared so much more in number 
and in strength that the question still remained without any 
fair answer— Why have twotrains on one line? why not 
join the carriages, and have one powerful engine to propel 
them both?’ and that as members of the Protestant Orphan 
Society they would themselves then suggest that a proposal 
for an union should be made.’ 

Although these opinions and advices received then your 
approbation without one dissentient voice, your Committee 
felt bound to take further steps to ascertain the opinions of 
subscribers generally, especially of those who had not been 
present at the general meeting ; the result was almost com- 
plete unanimity on the subject, and then a communication 
was made to the Committea\ the Protestant Orphan 
Society accordingly. Your Colmmittee regret that the an- 
wer was not favourable—‘ That having reviewed the whole 
subject the result was tc deepen their conviction against the 
proposed amalgamation.’ 


“Thie correspondence, of which a copy will be appended to 


the Report, precluded all further efforts on the part of your 
Committee for the present; bat they may observe that it 
will be seen in the answer of the Committee of the Protes- 


tant Orphan Society, that of the twenty children admitted 
in the first twelve or fourtcen months of the existence of 


that Society, four children were the orphans of mixed mar- 
riages so that vour Committee are thus furnished with 


additional proof that the practice of the humble men who 
founded the Society, and of those who firat joined them in 
their good and comprehensive spirit, was to regard a Pro- 
testant Orphan, as such by itself, and according to the cir- 
camstances to admit or reject it without further refinements 


of definition. 


“ Your committee had hoped that the stream of Protestant 
charity towards Protestant orphans, which some stubborn 
rocks had parted near its source, was being now led by lov- 
ing hands into one channel again; they had hoped that hav- 
ing now found more level pleins, and a less rugged soil, it 
might be seen in one broad river, which smoother but deeper 
and stronger flowings, to enrich abundantly either bank ; 
and that the rains from above, which had so abundantly 
tilted each separate channel, would not be withheld when the 
blessing of union was also added to their strength ; but this 
fair vision for the present has passed away, and your com- 
mittee can only pray for the continunce of God's blessing 
on both societies ; that with all His other mercies, He may 
give them ever, while they shall work separately, th» same

* Additional work and additional responsibility have ever 
been undertaken by your committee with a hearty confidence 
in Protestant sympathy ; and thus in receiving, as we trust 
from the Lord, the care of twenty-six orphans during the 
vear 1859, your committee have had but little hesitation. 
There was an occasion, indeed, when in consequence of the 
low state of your funds, the consideration of all applications 
was postponed ; and once againthe same painful resolution 
appears on the minutes of your committee before the 

h close of the year; but, we thank God, only in these 
two instances was our committee induced to suspend its 
functions in the admission of orphans; and though at the 
close of the year there was only £16 to your credit, that did 
not prevent your committee from adding to your list seven 
orphans more since the Ist of January, 1860; and there are 
now under your care one hundred and fifty-six Protestant 


orphans, tae children of mixed marriages. 


If the hearts of your committee be, rejoiced at such a 
prospect, how happy must they also be who have made great 
personal efforts for individual cases, or for the general ob- 
jects of the society; who know from what danger to their 
lives and to their faith these children have been saved; and 
who know how hard it would be afterwards to recover them 
from the perversions of Komanism, or to seek for the re- 
formation when, in maturity of life. by the neglect of their 
fellow-P’rotestants, the world, the flesh, and the devil had 


been allowed to set their seal and brand upon them. 
" MAINTENANCE AND EDUCATION, 


Ihe orphans under the care of your society are always 
placed in healthy districts, chiefly in the County Wicklow,
